Southampton, England, is the enter- 


ing port for first-class vessels of the 
American line and here we landed on the 
afternoon of July 26. Fifteen minutes 
after the steamer had pulled along side 
the wharf, passengers were disembark- 
ing and were having their baggage in- 
spected by the custom house • officials. 
As we were to take an awaiting steamer 
for France our baggage was not mo- 
lested by the English custom 
officers, 


as this work is left to the French 
offi- 


cials, who first inspect all baggage that 
is billed to cities In France. In Eng- 
land the examination of baggage is a 
•trivial matter, as there are no forms or 
routine to go through, beyond pointing 
out one's effects and opening any pack- 
ages which the examining officer elects 
to inspect. 
Practically the only duti- 


able goods which a passenger is likely 
to have along is tobacco and spiritous 
liquors, but on small quantities of these 
there is no desire to levy duty. A lady 


for anybody, and the smart Frenchman 
says that only Americans and fools 
travel first class. 
No conductors are 


aboard the trains, and on alighting you 
give your ticket to a man stationed at a 
narrow gate through which you must 
pass in order to get out of the station. 
In spite of the small size of the trains in 
France, they make as fast time as the 
majority of those in America. 
From 


Havre to Paris you pass through a 
beautiful 
country containing several 


good sized towns. 


Farming lands in France are most val- 


uable, find are not allowed to remain un- 
cultivated. The country roads in France 
are like pavement, and are as fine as any 
in the world. 
Not only in the large 


cities do these perfect roads exist, but 
you find them all through the farming 
districts. After four hours 
ride' we 


reached the famed city of Paris. Twenty 
miles aivay we could see the outline of 
the Eiffel tower, which.' rises to a height

Southampton is one ofthe oldest cities 


in England, seventy-eight miles from 
London. Like many of the ancient 
cities of England, it was originally en- 
closed by fortified walls, a portion of 
Which remain intact. 
The 
country 


around is very pleasant and varied, but 
without any remarkable natural features. 
As we had four hours here .before the 


, departure of our boat toFrance, we took 


a carriage and drove to the ruins of 
Netley Abbey, which are on the edge of 
the city and are -well worth a visit. 


County fair in Progress 


On reaching our destination we were 


surprised to find a county fair in full 
eway. No live stock was to be seen, but 
otherwise the fair resembled those held 
in Wisconsin, only on a much smaller 
scale. Several hundred people from the 
southern portion of England were in at- 
tendance and a single glance was suffi- 
cient to tell that they were strictly Eng- 
lish. We failed to find a good looking 
girl during the afternoon, and I must 
confess that we made an extra effort in 
this direction, 


Wherever we went the people gazed 


at us as though Americans were uncotr.-, 
mon in that locality. 
At midnight we 


took a boat for France, landing at 
Havre the next morning at 7 o'clock. 
The fare from Southampton 
to Paris is 


.87.50, which includes stateroom on the 
boat and second class railroad fare 
through France. 
The much 
talked 


about English channel was as calm as 
Eock river and no one aboard was sea 
sick. On entering the port of Havre 
we were obliged to remain aboard for 
two hours because the boat could not 
pull alongside the wharf until the tide 
came in. 


With the custom officials here we had 


no trouble, although they did insist on 
my explaining why I carried my camera 
in my dress suit case. No country takes 
the precaution that France does towards 


^ looking out tor spies, and for this rea- 
" son they keep a sharp look-out for all 


camera fiends. Havre is one of the most 
ancient cities in France, and is a dirty, 
dingy place. The streets are narrow, 
and the architecture of the buildings 
entirely different from those in America, 
being on the Eenaissance style, with an 
average -height of .four stories, in the 
business section. After a drive across 
the city in a carriage that had seen bet- 
ter days, we foun3 an awaiting train for 
Paris.

THE CONGEST STAJ.RWAY. 


It I» In tbe Tower of the Philadelphia 


City HiM. 


A novel diversion is about to be in- 


stituted at the Philadelphia, city hall. 
Within a few weeks this noble pile, 
already 
distinguished as being the 


highest municipal .building in 
the 


world, will contaJn, according to the 
Press, the highest continuous stair- 
way in the world, and tourists who 
have hitherto boasted of their mus- 
cular ability in climbing the stone 
steps of the Bunker Hill monument at 
Charlestown, the Washington monu- 
ment or the monument to Gen. Brock, 
near Queenstown, Ont, will tell their 
friends of their feat in ascending the 
598 steps which lead from the seventh 
floor of the city hall of Philadelphia 
to the landing about the feet of Wil- 
liam Penn. .Tower-climbing is one of 
the 
fads, of tourists. Hitherto the 


Bunker Hill monument, with its 400- 
odd stone steps, and the Washington 
monument, which has a few more, 
have represented the acme of oppor- 
tunity for tests of physical endurance. 
Ascent or descent oj these steps' has 
been boasted of, and though both so 
cramp the muscles of the leg that the 
climber for an hour afterward is hard- 
y able to walk upright, the distinction 
lias the requited pain. The building 
commisison, adds the . Philadelphia 
Press, is pushing forward the work on 
the tower stairway, and within two 
months It is expected that it -will be in 
readiness for climbers. It will extend 
from the seventh to the sixteenth floor 
and will contain Just 598 steps of iron 
arranged about a square, central shaft, 
in .which will run an electric elevator. 
To reach the 
tower 
stairway the, 


climber may mount the 245 granite 
stairs in the hanging stairways at the 
northern end of the 
building, thus 


making a total climb o£ 743 steps.

ture frequently found in the desert of 
Arizona are called Sumideros by the 
Mexicans and. Indians.

masked pitfalls of quicksand that oc- 
cur in the dry plains and are cov- 
ered with a. treacherous crust of clay 
.that has been spread over them in fine 
particles by the wind and baked dry by 
the sun. 
The peculiar properties ot 


the soil retain alfthe moisture drained 
into them after .the infrequent rains, 
and allow' it to be filtered to unknown 
depths, so that a man or a horse or a 
cow or .a sheep that once steps upon 
that deceptive crust instantly sinks out 
of sight beyond hope of rescue.

The 
explanation of this fact may possibly 
He in the statement .which is made by 
the American consul at Breslau that 
the asphalt streets in that city are 
regularly washed, the purpose of the 
washing being to remove the slime 
which the asphalt seems to leave and 
to keep the street from being slippery. 
The -washing has the further effect of 
preserving and hardening the asphalt. 
The care taken of the asphalt by 
the city authorities contrasts strongly 
with the methods usually adopted in 
the United States. For instance, the 
space in front of the consulate is di- 
vided into four squares, which are in 
charge of one man. After cleaning 
the streets, early in the morning he 
wheels out a barrow load of very fine, 
sharp sand and scatters it lightly over 
he streets to prevent slipping. On 
ainy days the process is repeated sev- 
eral times. Once a week the whole 
street 
is 
sluiced 
and 
thoroughly 


washed with sprinkling carts. These 
are followed by ample roller brushes, 
which sweep the water and slime into 
the gutter, whence it is carted away. 
After this the man who has charge of 
:he street comes along with his wheel- 
)arrow and sand sprinkler. In spring 
or autumn, when the streets are often 
sloppy and wet, the washing is dons 
several times during the week.

"C. M. Owen, be- 


ing first duly sworn, deposes and say's: 
That he is a citizen of the United 
States and a resident and taxpayer of 
the city and county of Salt Lake; that 
he is informed and verily believes that 
on or about the 15th day of April, 1899, 
one Martha P. Hughes Cannon, state 
senator of the legislature of Utah, was 
delivered'of an illegitimate child; that 
the aforesaid Martha P. Hughes Can- 
non is, by common habit and repute 
in the community, the plural wife of 
'Angus M. Cannon, president of the Salt 
lake Stake of the Church of Jesus 
Christ of Latter Day Saints, and the 
aforesaid Angus Cannon is the father 
of the said child, contrary to the pro- 


' visions of sections 4209 and 4210. of 
•the compiled law's of the state of Utah, 
1898."

and, in defense of our reputation and 
character as a. law-abiding people, to 
deny Mr. Roberts a seat among our 
national lawmakers." 


Accompanying the resolutions was 


submitted a memorial to congress, to 
be signed by Endeavorers, urging the 
utmost endeavor in accomplishing Mr.

•Cannon. She is a state senator and 
took quite an active part in the pro- 
ceedings of the late legislature. 
On 


April 15 she gave birth to a baby girl, 
and the birth was registered on the 
public records on May 4 with Angus 
M. Cannon named as the father and 
Dr. Mattie Hughes Cannon 
as 
the 


mother. 
The case seems to be so ab- 


solutely good against Cannon that it 
is thought he will plead guilty in the 
hope that he will get off by paying a 
fine and escape imprisonment. 
The 


, penalty for unlawful cohabitation, as 


perscribed by the statutes of the state, 
is a fine of ?300 and six months' im- 


. prisonment in the county jail, either 


or both in the discretion of the court. 
There may be a difficulty, if the prose- 
cution becomes general, 
o! getting 


juries who will convict church digni- 
taries. Juries are composed largely of 
Mormons, who _believe in polygamy as 
a cardinal principle of their religion, 
and past experience shows that, even 
in clear cases, convictions were hard to 
obtain, and now that the machinery of 
the courts, since statehood, is largely 


• in the hands of the Mormons, condi- 


tions in that regard are a great deal 
worse than in territorial days. Should 
it be found that juries will not con- 
vict it will be an additional argument 
for an amendment to the United States 
constitution making polygamy a. crime 
against the United States and bring- 
ing it under the jurisdiction of the gen- 
eral government.. Cannon, when ar- 
rested, immediately gave bonds in the 
sum of $300 for his appearance for 
preliminary hearing before a justice 
of the peace on July 14. He is an old 
man, well up in the sixties, with hair

Cut Off from War MiltcrliUs by Action 


of Portuguese. 


Pretoria, South Africa, Aug. 19.— 


Dispatches received from Delagoa bay 
confirm the report that 'the Lisbon 
government has stopped the dispatch 
up country, through the colony of Lo- 
renzo Marquez, of war. materials for 
the Transvaal Republic, ordered 
in 


view of the possibility'of trouble with 
Great Britain, and 'brought by German 
steamers. 


The seriousness of this move is due 


to the fact that the Transvaal and 
Orange 'Free State are hemmed in, on 
all sides save the east by British terri- 
tory, and on the east access can be had 
only through the Portuguese colony.

Porto Rico. 


Ponce, Porto Rico, Augr 19.—An offi- 


cial has just completed a trip through 
the southern and most distressed dis- 
tricts of the island. . The misery is 
very great, and is more apparent now 
than it was immediately- after the 
storm, but the government has the 
famine districts well in hand and has 
shown itself competent to deal with 
the situation. 


These official figures are given of 


the casualties in the Ponce district, 
due to the hurricane:.

swept out to sea and drowned, 150;

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The Yaqui Indians, who dwell in the 


valleys of the Rio Yaciui ami the fast- 
nesses of the Sierra Maclres, across 
the border from Arizona in the Mexi- 
can state of Souora, have for a cen- 
tury and & half maintained liy force of 
arms a practically im'-oeucluut form 
of government within 
ne Dounds of 


the republic of Mexico, to which they 


• have steadfastly 
refused to pay al- 


legiance and with which they have 
been frequently at war. 


The race, which is descended from 


the Aztecs, is one of the most remark- 
able of all the aboriginal tribes of the 
American continent. They closely re- 
semble the Apaches of the American 
frontier, thotigh endowed with a high- 
er grade of intelligence. 
They are a 


race of fighters, though their fighting 
Las been mainly in repelling the incur- 


.. pjons of the while man into their ter- 


ritory- 


The Taquis hold that their rights in 


Bonora are inalienable; that they are 
the real sovereigns and owe allegiance 
to no other government. They hold all 
as aliens who nre not of their tribe and 
stubbornly resist all encroachments. 
So they .regarded the 'Spaniards, and 
BO they regard the Mexicans. 


When the Spaniards first came to 


Mexico, .in lolO, the Y.iqui nation num- 
bered a pbpiilatiou.of 350,000. The te'r- 
ritorj- controlled by them was bound- 
ed ou the south 
by 
Durango and 


stretched away to what is now known 
as the northern boundary of Colorado.

.- The first war with the Yaquls was 
precipitated by Coronado, who, during 
the period of Spanish -occupation, led 
an armed expedition into their terri- 
tory. 
The progress of the invaders 


Tvas strenuously opposed by the In- 
dians; but, owing to their superior 
arms and equipments, the Spaniards 
eventually succeeded la :penetrating 
through their country. This war last- 
ed a year, during which period the Ya- 
quis lost 20,000 of their warriors and 
were forced to abandon a large amount 
of their territory to the invaders. 


Throughout the succeeding centuries 


they 'have been almost incessantly at 
•war with the Spaniards and their Mex- 
ican descendants, 'and by degrees their 
once powerful tribe has been reduced, 
until at the present day it numbers 
less than 15,000 members. 
Of their 


former broad domain all the posses- 
sions that now remain to the Yaquis 
are a few leagues of land situated in 
the lower valleys of the Rio Yaqui, in 
the southern portion .of Sonora. Here, 
during the brief intervals of peace 
which they have occasionally expe- 
rienced, they have made, their homes, 
following . their natural pursuits .of 
farming, stock raising and .mining. 


Back of the Rio Yaqui valley, in the 


Sierra Madrcs, lies a territory that is 
theirs 
t>y right of their exclusive 


ability to penetrate and, when neces- 


. sary,. to inhabit it. This is the war 
' home of the Yaquis. Here, in the con- 
flicts of later years, they have proved 
Invincible, unconquerable. 


The last serious .fight which those 


descendants of the Aztecs had with 
Mexico was in 1S96 and 1S07, when 'a 
young girl named Teresa XJrrea, after- 
ward called Santa Teresa., announced 
that she had the gift of healing the 
sick and Offered'to lead her people into 
paradise. She gathered several thou- 
sand Yaquis, who made . pilgrimages 
to her father's ranch, and started a 
revolution. The uprising spread rap- 
idly'and fulminated in one'of the fierc- 
est and most bloody struggles in the 
long and bitter conflict between the 
Mexicans and the Yaquis, which has 
cost Mexico the lives of 35,000 soldiers 
and.jjnan.jr millions of dollars. 


• 
That iwar continued two years, but 


Its result was practically a draw, the 
Indians being still'uncouquered. Peace 
•was, however, effected in May, ISO", by 
.General JLuis E. Torres, commander of 
the .Mexican'/forces. 
The Yaquis re- 


mained pacific until the recent out- 
break, when General Torres was again 
dispatched to- Sonora, this time wltri 
Instructions to thoroughly subdue the 
Indians or exterminate the race.
